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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Fellow Citizens :— 


In reporting to you the condition and conduct of our 
schools for the past year, there is a certain sense of satisfaction 
arising from the knowledge that they have been well and 
profitably managed in so far as it depends upon the teachers’ 
ability and competency. The fact that so few of our people 
realize the great benefits to be derived from a thorough 
training in our educational institutions, is a constant source 
of regret to those who have the management of these most im- 
portant adjuncts to our civilization in their care. Children 
are too often taken out of school, or allowed to leave on their 
own volition, as soon as they reach the legal age of fourteen 
vears, and thus miss what should be the most profitable years 
of their school life. Such instances are occurring every year in 
our schools. The school board have endeavored to enforce the 
truancy laws, not exactly to the letter, but as well as eondi- 
tions and circumstances would allow, and the attendance has 
been quite satisfactory. 

Two schools have been maintained during the past year 
under the direction of the same teacher for each school for both 
terms. Five children have been sent to Marlow schools from 
Mr. J. W. Whippie’s thirty weeks at a total cost for tuition 
and mileage of $77.76, which seems agreeable to both the 
parents and the school board. Two children from D. E. 
Swett’s, and another child living near the town line have been 
schooled in Sullivan at a cost of $68.40. 
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At the annual school meeting one hundred dollars was 
raised for repairs cf school houses, and there has been ex- 
pended of it $72.77. The school house at South Stoddard was 
painted and the roof patched, and the shed at the Center was 
moved back. We would recommend that $50 be raised this 
year to shingle the west side of the South Stoddard building; 
and that the grounds around the Center house and shed be 
graded. There is enough money in the treasury to pay all 
demands for high school tuition, and supplies and we would 
recommend the raising of $50 for officers’ salaries. 

The detailed report of the schools is as follows: 


CENTER SCHOOL. 


This school was taught by Miss Kathryn E. Woods of 
Gilsum, who won the confidence and respect. of all concerned. 
In our visits we always found the pupils quiet, studious and 
interested. Marked improvement was made, and especially 
in reading. We ean highly commend Miss Woods as an 
efficient teacher, with a kindly way and engaging manners. 
Length of school in weeks, 29. Wages of teacher per month 
¢46 for the spring term and $48 for the fall term, which 
includes board. Whole number of different pupils registered, 
spring 16, fall 17. Average daily attendance, spring 13.37, 
fall 14.02. Cases of tardiness, total for year, 3. Visits by 
school board, 11; by parents and others, 45; number of pupils 
not absent or tardy, spring term 5, fall term 7. 


SOUTH STODDARD. 


Miss Nana B. Geyer of Cambridge, Mass., teacher. Miss 
Geyer had had but little previous experience in teaching, but 
she seems well adapted to the vocation and conducted this 
small school with gratifying success. Length of school in 
weeks, 27. Wages of teacher per month, including board, $38.

June session, 1987, amended by the legislature of 1899,
